by Mr. Roosevelt. In this classification will be included the more 
prominent measures recommended by Mr. Roosevelt in his recent 
messages to Congress, with all of which Mr. Taft has declared him- 
self to be in svimpathy. Among these are measures looking to a more 
effective regulation of trusts, an inheritance tax law, a national par- 
cels post, postal savings banks, general emplovers’ lability, state 
control or ownership of telegraphs and other public utilfties, super- 
vision of finances of semi-public corporations, deep waterway 1m- 
provement, army and navy reorganization, control of natural 
monopohes, conservation of natural re sources, etc, 
But these are only a few of the questions the new administration 
Hl be expected to deal with. In fact, in the estimation of great 
numbers of people, they are not the most important. Capital and 
labor and the nulhons dependent upon the products of industry, the 
bility of trade and the security of investment, will demand of the 
new admumstration first of all that it shall take steps to restore busi- 
ss confidence.

| ——~ course, that the building up of these indus- 
tries, considering all the cost, has been of immeasurable benefit to 
the country and its people. It will be contended that the very argu- 
ment which is now raised against a protective tariff—that it is no 
longer necessary—is the best proof that it was necessary once; that 
even if it has now served its purpose, and outlived it, 1t was grandly 
efficacious when our industries were struggling for existence. 

The amount of matter that has been produced in support of and 
in Opposition to a protective tariff would fill many libraries to over- 
flowing. ‘The peoples of other nations are just as much in disagree- 
ment on this subject as are we. There has been always as bitter 
opposition to free trade in Great Britain as there has been to protec- 
tion in the United States. Yet these opposing policies have operated 
successfully in their respective spheres. 

Whatever may be the outcome of the movement to revise the 
tariff downward, we must now face another question upon which men 
may be expected to disagree as widely as they ever did over schedules. 
Let no one imagine that the defeat which the ship subsidy bill 
suffered in the House on Tuesday will end the ship subsidy question. 
We have been approaching this issue for many years, but one thing 
or another of more immediate concern has turned us aside from it. 
The campaign in Congress which has just come to a close may be 
regarded as merely preliminary and educational, Within Mr. Taft’s 
term the United States flag will be seen in waters where it is never 
seen now, save when flying from a naval vessel, or we shall know the 
reason why. ‘That is, we shall be taught why it is more harmful to 
encourage our infant merchant marine than it was to nourish our 
infant industries. 

In the debate just closed some very strong language was used on 
both sides of the question, but it was neither enlightening nor con- 
vincing. The American people are beginning to take a really deep 
interest in the merchant marine, its absence from the seas, the reme- 
dies that may be applied to bring about its restoration, etc., and 
something more than merely strong language will be demanded by 
them before the matter proceeds much farther. 

A campaign of education on this important subject will do a 
creat deal of good.

While it may be held that the gems referred to have been brought 
here by dealers with the view to prospective business, and not for 
immediate delivery, this does not affect the proposition made by the 
appraiser. . The dealers in jewelry, it 1s safe to say, would not go so 
heavily into the purchase of precious stones abroad 1f there were not 
some strong indications of better times at home. 

We may not all share in the possession of the gems that are now 
pouring in from lkurope, but we can all share, to some extent at 
least, in the prosperity which they are bs posed to’ stand for.

A GENERATION AGO a cry went up that young 
men were deserting the farms. <A superficial 
view of the situation seemed to warrant the 
explanation that the greater attractiveness 
of city life accounted for the exodus. But 
it was indeed a superficial view. There are 
men who naturally love the open—the soil, 
the handling of grain and fruit, and the 
homely care of stock; men who fall naturally 
into the mellow rhythm which comes from 
adjusting oneself to conditions; seasons in their. round and_ the 
development of cris. Such men did not leave the fields because 
they preferred the quicker tempo of the town. or because the glitter 
of gas and electricity was more appealing than the kindly, sober 
beaming of the stars, but because they cou lL not make a hving. 

The American farmer failed to realize at first that the methods 
of his grandfathers who dealt with the virgin soil of a new 
continent would not suffice for him nor permit him to take paying 
crops off these now vitiated lands. It took him a long time to learn 
that if he persisted in the old ways he would after a year’s excessive 
toil be able to clear from his quarter section farm less profit than 
the country schoolteacher made in half the time. But when the 
young men of a generation ago did begin to realize this they did 
one of two things—either they abandoned farming and went to the 
city to enter business, or they began to look about them to determine 
how they night renew the fertility of the overworked soil. Many 
of them went to college, and of course when one returned to the 
farm he was looked upon with considerable amusement by those of 
his fellows averse to innovation. 

All over the country these college farmers had to overcome

‘prejudice. The technical agriculturalist had to show the value of 


feeding soil with phosphates, of rotation of crops, of plowing under 
of clover or leaving potatoes to decay in the earth for the enrich- 
ment of the future wheat crop. 

He had to demonstrate that five, ten or fifteen extra bushels of 
corn could be grown to the acre by thorough cultivation; that cows 
would give more and richer milk if fed on lacteal foods; that when 
the price of corn fell it was good business to import cattle from the 
plains and thus have corn-fed beef to ship in the spring, even 1f he 


~ did have to work hard all winter; it kept him active and happy while 


the other farmer glowered. Moreover it put extra money in his 
pocket. Thus the collegi an proved that he was a practical man and 
not a theorist. Illinois, lowa and Dakota learned the fact. 

A despatch from Oregon says that 10,000 acres of land hitherto 
considered unproductive have been placed under cultivation in that 
state in the last eighteen months. This tract is not situated along 
the creek bottoms, nor where it can be irrigated; its cultivation has 
been accomplished by what is called dry-land farming. In the 
acific Northwest, and in the immense areas of semi-arid territory 
this method is bringing about a: regeneration of the soil. In nearly 
all the agricultural colleges of the country there are today dry-farmi- 
ing experts. Among these, Prof. A. \W. Campbell,-of Lincoln, Neb. 
has experimented and illustrated his theories for over twelve years 
on a dividend paving farm, and is the author of a comprehensive 
booklet called, “Soil Culture Manual.” The danger of crop failure 
by reason of insufficient rainfall 1s a problem which may have to be 
met in any section of the United States, and the solving of such 
questions by the agricultural colleges has turned the tide again to 
the farm. The pursuit of agriculture is now recognized by the 
young man Of this generation as an interesting and profitable career.

The appropriation 
having at length been secured, thanks mainly to Senator Lodge and 
Representatives Weeks and Keliher, who fought for it ably and 
energetically, and won it against great odds, it only remains now to 
make the very best use of it. 

There is talk of employing it in the rebuilding of the present 
custom house; there 1s also talk of using it for the erection of a 
great tower above the present custom house. Plans looking to the 
latter end have already been prepared in the office of the supervising 
architect of the treasury department, and prints of the structure, as 
it will appear when completed in accordance with these plans, have 
been published. It is only proper to state that they have not been 
received with any great degree of public enthusiasm. The propesi- 
tion to surmount a Greek building with a modern skyscraping tower 
is one, indeed, that has grated upon the sensibilities of people of 
taste. It is difficult to see how anything in architecture could be 
more incongruous. how anything could be much more barbarie. 

It would be best of all to preserve the present beautiful building 
and to devote it to some worthy purpose, assigning a new location 
to the new custom house. However, since it cannot be preserved, the 
next best thing is to tear it down c unpletely and erect in its stead a 
modern commercial office building which will meet all the purposes 
for which it is intended. 

Towers and skvlines are New York specialties. Boston cannot 
hope to compete, much less to excel, in this line. It would be much 
better in the present instance, at all events, to contine its efforts to 
the erection of a structure which will not be an eyesore through the 


vears to come.

INVENTORS FORM 
> AIRSHIP COMPANY 
TO MAKE MACHINES 


NEW YORK—A. M. Herring, whose 
flying machine inventions have been ab- 
sorbed with those of Glenn H. Curtiss by 
a group of capitalists, of which Cortlandt 
Field Bishop is the head, will start pr 
Hammondsport tonight. Capt. Thomas 
S. Baldwin wil follow soon. 

Mr. Herring says that the selling rights 
for New York city for the. Curtiss-Her- 
ring aeroplanes would be granted in a 
few days. Albert C. Triaca was mentioned 
as likely to be in charge of the sales de- 
partment here. 

Before leaving the city Thursday Mr. 
Curtiss said that the machine that the 
new combination would at once build for 
the Aeronautic Society would be much 
lighter than those of the Wright broth- 
ers. The whole contru!l, he said, would 
be effected by one steering wheel, like 
that of an atitomobile. With a device 
which would be placed-on the machine, 
near the eye of the operator, Mr. Curtiss 
said, the exact height attained by the 
aeroplane could be at all times ascer- 
tained. 

The price of the new machines is given 
as $7500, which will cover the instruction 
of the purchaser. Four-mile tests are to 
be made at the works at Hammondsport. 

The Curtiss-Herring combination will 
also put on the market, at $600, a 
glider, complete, with a catapult for 
launching. This is for those who con- 
template the purchase of a flying ma- 
chine, to practise in the air.

Slight Rally at the Opening 
Is Followed by Another 
Attack and Prices Again 
Seek a Lower Level.

BOS STON LOWER 


The New York stock market showed a 
tendency at the opening this morning to 
rally from the low:-prices recorded at the 
close last night and prices started off on 


an fractionally higher range. But the 
improvement did net last long and prices 
began to sag after the first few minutes 
of trading. Traders try to account for 
the downward tendency in one way or 
another but the fact is there has been 
no news or condition to warrant the 
reaction. The only” explanation that 
seems to hold water is that the high 
level of prices established after a long 
which started before the 
election ‘and continued for some time 
afterward, enabled the big interests to 
get out of the market at a good profit 
and they have not vet seen fit to buy 
back their former holdings. The market 
is allowed to take its course and for 
want of support quotations have tended 
downward. When the big men desire the 
market to advance it will go higher. 
There have been spurts upward from 
time to time due mainly to shorts cov- 
ering but it is believed that neither the 
big interests nor the public are in the 
market at present. It has been a trad- 
ers’ affair for some time past. 

Amalgamated was 7% higher this morn- 
ing at the opening at 68, but during the 
early trading dropped back to 665 and 
rose again to 671%. Reading was quite 
active, opening at 123% and dropping 
back to 12214. It has been the most 
active of the railroad issues for several 
davs. The total sales of this issue yes- 
terdayv amounted to 66,700 shares. Union 
Pacific, which is usually the leader when 
the market is advancing, opened a half 
higher at 174% and after gaining an 
eighth declined to 17314. At noon it was 
selling around 174%. St. Paul declined 
te 141% after opening at 14214. The 
Lrie issues again were under pressure 
and the common declined from 257% to 
24%, and later gained fractionally. Atch- 
ison dropped a point during the forenoon 
from 103%, to 102%4,. Northern Pacific 
declined from 137 to 135%. 

The Boston market was rather quiet 
at the opening with prices generally un- 
changed from yesterday’s closing. Some 
strength was afterward dispiayed, but 
s00n prices began to sag with those of 
the New York stocks.

MANAGEMENT Ot 
RAILROADS TAS 
BEEN HS FORTE 


Harriman’s Name Regarded | 
as Valuable Asset to Eleven 
Roads With Which He Is 


Associated. 


IS VERY AGGRESSIVE 


When the name of E. H. Harriman 
has been mentioned in connection with 


railway development of any kind and 
particularly if it has been intimated 
that he would probably become ass«ci- 
ated actively in the management of a 
road it has been the signal for advance- 
ment in the market price of that parti- 
cular company’s stock. When it is con- 
sidered that the roads he has managed 
have been. eminently successful under his 
control it is not to be wondered that 
his association with a road’s manage- 
ment means intrinsically better value 
for the road’s securities. 

The extent of the influence of Mr. 
Harriman in the railroads of the United 
States can hardly be estimated. It has 
often been stated that he practically 
controls fully one third of the tctal 
mileage, and although in some he is 
said to be only interested, his interest 
is generally construed as control. 

It is a fact that he is closely alled 
with at least eleven railroads and in 
some of them his interest is paramount. 
Such roads as the Union Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific are commonly referred 
to as the “Harriman roads,” but it is 
likewise true that the strength of 
Illinois Central, the New York Central, 
‘the Atchison and the Baltimore & Onio 
‘is due in a great measure to the fact 
ithat he is distinctly active in their 
managements. 
| Harriman has for many years been 
iclosely associated with such roads as the 
Union Pacific and the Southern Pac-fic, 
‘while in others, like the New York 
‘Central and the Erie, he has only re- 
cently become a figure. Those who 
‘realize his aggressiveness believe that 
|his opinions will carry great weight in 
|determining the future policies of many 
‘of the minor roads in which he is now a 
‘director, and for that reason it is ex- 
'pected that the future returns of these 
‘companies will show a decided improve- 
i'ment over those of the past. 
| As a manager Harriman is probably 
|'without an equal in the railroad bisi- 
ness. His particular strength seems to 
be in keeping the cost of conducting 
transportation at a low mark and at 
‘the same time acquiring efficiency of 
‘operation. The Union Pacific is a guod 
isgample of his influence, for this road 
‘is well maintained and carefully oper- 
‘ated at a cost relatively lower than that 


.of other leading roads. 

The total mileage of railroads in which 
Harriman is’ interested more or le3s is 
close to 78,000 miles, about one third of 
the total mileage of the United Statee. 
This mileage represents eleven railroads, 
which paid in dividends during the last 
five years almost $357,000,000. One of 
‘the roads included, the Central of 
Georgia, is a non-dividend payer, so that 
‘actually the amount paid in dividends 
came from the operation of ten rail- 
roads. 

The ietlewine table shows the rail- 
roads in which Harriman is a prominent 
figure, their total mileage and the divi- 
dends paid in the last five years:

Railroad companies say that the price 


of steel rails should come down and it 
is believed that big orders would he 
placed if some price coneessions were 
to be made. In any event the need of 
some of the roads is urgent and ordcrs 
at present prices probably will be placed 
soon if for no other purpose thau to 
meet immediate requirements. 

Rogers, Brown & Company say: “De- 
spite complaints as to business and to 
small buying our sales for January and 
February of this year show an increase 
over the totals of the same months in 
1908 of 22 per cent in coke and 45 per 
cent in iron. This fact is a surprise to 
ourselves and prompts us to wonder if 
our foundry friends would not find a 
similar condition, or at least some im- 
provement, were they to compare the 
actual figures of this year with last. 

“Husiness is admittedly poor, but it 
has been worse, and with every one 
hopeful of better times, and also eager 
to help hasten the date of their arrival, 
we are expecting a further change, which 
is likely to come without warning. 

“Coke- has been more active under 
pressure, but no large orders are report- 
ed in this section.” 

The Iron Age says: “In some respects 
the situation has cleared during the past 
week, and there may be named, as the 
prices ruling, 1.20 cents for steel bars 
and 1.30 cents for plates and shapes. 
These, however, are not inflexible, and 
some concessions have been made 1o 
secure attractive tonnage or protect ter- 
ritory.

“The pig iron markets are very dull 
and are weaker, and lower quotations 
are being made, without as yet any 
serious testing of the market. 

“Steel billets have sold recently at 
$20 in the Mahoning valley. 

“In the international rail trade it is 
of interest to note that the Dominion 
Iron & Steel Company took the order 
for 40,000 tons for the Grand Trunk 
Pacific at about $33.50, delivered at 
Prince Rupert, the best British bid being 
$34, exclusive of duty. 

“A closer examination of the tigures 
at which German steel bars can be laid 
down at New York shows that they «en 
be purchased at 1] cent per pound ect 
Antwerp, or 1.10 cents per pound, New 
York, exclusive of duty.

BeeooclD ARE THE MEEK 


One of the great difficulties in the way 
of the man who will insist on reading the 
Bible from a purely verbal standpoint ig 
that the ordinary translations are all in 
a greater or a lesser.degree archaic. An 
excellent example of this occurs in the 
first chapter of Isaiah, in the words 
“Come now, let us reason together, 
saith the Lord.” It is quite true that 
the position of the comma might warn 
readers from imagining that the now 


was an adverb of time, but the fact re- 
mains that the enormous majority of peo- 
ple go on steadily believing that it 
is. In a very much less degree the dif- 
ficulty asserts itself with respect to the 
third beatitude. The word :neek has 
changed, perhaps it might ve more ac- 
curately said, is changing its meaning. 
It has come, in the minds of a very 
large number of people at any rate, to 
have a rather unctuous significance, in- 
stead of the extraordinarily beautiful 
significance of gentle which belongs to 
it. For gentleness is something incapable 
of being misunderstood; something which 
everyone loves, everyone appreciates, 
everyone desires. It is, indeed, compati- 
ble in the ordinary human mind with 
the utmost strength ot character, while 
meekness_certainly is not. The fact is 
that the word represents a condition of 
mind which it is only possible to under- 
stand spiritually. A condition which is 
devoid of the slightest desire to assert 
the human will or personality, because 
it is so supremely conscious that there 
is no self apart from God, who is himeelf 
might, majesty and dominion. This is 
true meekness, and it is manifested not 
in a stultified depreciation of human self- 
hood, but in a glorified perception of the 
sonship of God. It is thus that man’s 
strength is made perfect in weakness. 
There are only three occasions in all 
the recorded sayings of Christ Jesus, on 
which he made use of the term meek, but 
on each of these occasions he used it with 
a deep spiritual signification. The first 
was in the course of the sermon on the 
mvunt; the second was at the time when 


he explained the difference between the | 


Ttcidhine of the Baptist and himself; the? 


third was when he was preparing to ride 
into Jerusalem on the ass. And on each 
of these occasions he showed meekness 
as the atmosphere of the spiritual power 
which comes from the recognition of the 
Cirist. He said that the meek would in- 
herit the earth, and there are people who 
have drawn from this the conclusion 
that the understanding of spiritual 
Truth would bring them the material 
luxuries which they desired, would in 
plain English place the flesh-pots of 
Egypt } gorge their grasp. What Jesus 
thought of such teaching he showed on 
the day when he rode into Jerusalem, in 
fulfilment of the prophecy, “Tell ye the 
daughter of Sion, Behold, thy King com- 
eth unto thee, meek, and sitting upon an 
ass, and a colt the foal of an ass.” He 
was the king of the earth, and that king- 
ship gave him dominion over the earth 
and the senses, over the desire for the 
very things which appeal to the senses. 
And at once the slaves of the senses de- 
scribed him as a wine-bibber and a glut- 
ton. Jesus, of course, never preached 
asceticism. He knew all about the value 
of fasting which led men to disfigure 
their faces. The value of fasting to him 
was the proof it conveyed to the indi- 
vidual of his ability to demonstrate the 
fect that life was spiritual and, as Mrs. 
Eddy says, on page 14 of Science and 
Health, “neither in nor of matter.” But 
in order to fast in this way he knew that 
it would first be necessary to fast from 
appetites and passions.
